Dear Mr. Hunter: 


Unfortunately the Packard Motor Car Company 
does not possess a print showing the construction of the cowl 
bands and lamp brackets illustrated on the attached photostats. 
This was the information you asked for in your lettezs of 
September 20th and October Sth, addressed to Mr. Tibbetts. 


Our New York branch, which handled such 
matters at that time, reports that, “In 1925, Rollston made 
all of the cowl bands for us." At that time, each lamp bracket 
and its half of the band were cast in one piece, as sketched 
on the back of one of the photostats. ‘the two pieces of the 
band were then fitted on the body and held in place by screws, 
but there was some difficulty encountered in making a good 
joint at the center between the two castings, and this con- 
struction was later changed. ‘there is no doubt, however, that 
the illustrations show a casting. 


The Rollston Company is at #601 West 47th Street, 
and if you wish a print of the construction they used, we sug- 
gest that you write to them. We shall be glad to be of service 
if you wish us to write, but Mr. Tibbetts, to whom I referred, 
feels that there is a possibility that you might have reasons 
for not wanting us to do so. 


I trust that this is the information you desire, 
and please do not hesitate to call on us again if there is any- 
thing else wherein we can be of service.
